(b) When any intrastate air carrier
that in August 1, 1977, was operating
primarily in intrastate air transpor-
tation regulated by a State receives
the authority to provide interstate air
transportation, any authority received
from such State shall be considered to
be part of its authority to provide air
transportation received from the Board
under Title IV of the Act, until sus-
pended, amended, or terminated as pro-
vided under such title.
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Subpart K—Policies Relating to
Certificate Duration

§399.120 Duration of certificates in
limited-entry markets.

All certificate authority that the De-
partment grants to U.S. air carriers in
carrier selection proceedings will be
awarded in the form of experimental
certificates of five years’ duration pur-
suant to section 401(d)(8) of the Federal
Aviation Act. This provision does not
alter or amend permanent certificates
issued prior to January 1, 1985.
